Chicago, May 3.—The death of one 
man, and the injury of scores of others 
was the im m ediate result of yester­ 
day’s fighting between the striking 
team sters and their sym pathizers on 
the one side, and the police and the 
non-union m in on the other, and from 
reports thus far conditions today ar • 
just as bad. 
T here were riots in all 
parts of the city. 
Men were club!) 'd 
and stoned alm ost to death within a 
square of police headquarters, 
and 
five miles aw ay men were shot down 
in the streets. 
At a hundred places 
between these two extrem es of dis­ 
tance there were assam !s and ii rats in 
the streets. 
Flood was shed ca State 
street in the heart of the fashionable 
shopping district 
and 
furious riots 
took place alm ost in the doorways of 
the leading hotels. 
Non-union men 
were pelted with stones, bricks and 
every 
conceivable 
sort 
of 
missile. 
They w ere dragged from their wagons 
beaten, clubbed and stamped upon. 
As far as known but one m an was 
killed. 
The list of injured is much 
greater than that which it is possi­ 
ble to obtain, 
lu many c a sts the non­ 
union men swung their clubs with 
great effect knocking men from their 
wagons headlong in the streets; in 
other 
instances, 
when 
assailed 
by 
mobs, they fired point blank into the 
crowds and it is difficult to see how 
the m em bers of the mob could escape 
m any broken heads or how all the 
bullets fired during the day should 
have gone wild. 
Charles Beard, who 
was struck on the forehead in the 
fight near the Auditorium hotel, died 
of a fractured skull at the Mercy hos­ 
pital. 
The mobs that follow* d the wagons 
on which strike breakers rode were 
bent on 
mischief, and but for the 
splendid service rendered by the p o 
lice force the list of dead would be 
tw enty instead of one. 
In retu rn the 
non-nuion men, though hopelessly out­ 
num bered in every fight, fought des­ 
perately. 
In several instances they 
drew 
their 
revolvers 
and 
emptied 
them 
in 
the 
crowds 
that 
pressed 
around their wagons, pelting 
them 
with 
stones 
and 
threatening 
their 
lives. 
The colored drivers especially 
were quick with their weapons. Many 
of the non-union drivers carried heavy 
clubs, and they swung them with ter­ 
rific effect. 
As far as can be ascer­ 
tained the list of injured am ounts to 
about forty, but it is a far shot of 
being accurate. 
Many men who were 
in the mobs that attacked the wagons 
went down before the clubs of the 
police and of the wagon guards, but 
they 
were 
carried 
away 
by 
their 
friends and there is no chance of 
learning their nam es or of even guess­ 
ing at their number. 
The outlook is for more fighting and 
there is not the slightest evidence of 
the approaching end of the strike.

At Lake street and Michigan 
avenue a crowd of three thousand per­ 
sons attacked the negroes, many of 
whom were armed with stones, pieces 
of coal, black jacks, revolvers ami 
stout hickory canes.

In the crowd began to throw stones, 
sticks and bottles, the negroes ch a r­ 
ged repeatedly making fierce use of 
the hickory. 
Each tim e, however, 
the crowd increased.

office buildings rushed to the streets 
and swelled the gatherings. 
Ink bot­ 
tles, paper weights, w ater glasses and 
even perholders were thrown into th e 
struggling m ass of whites and blacks 
by persons in office buildings.
